Cbicago, July 17.— The association 
tf railway general managers, em brae 
tef eTcrjr road which enters Chlrago, 
kara laaued the following signed state- 
■Mt: "All of our old men, not before 
OB hand tor work, reported at the 
fMight housea at noon and were put 
to work. No conferpnee was h^-lil with 
any committee or otherwise since 
Tueeday, and no agreement Waa made 
with the union or with any committee. 
Tka men simply reported for worlt, 
and they doubtlesa expect and will re- 
oelve the pay offered July 1. and which 
the railway aompanlea hare been will- 
ing all along to pay." 

Chicago, July IT.^^fter 10 days of 
■trlka the Chlcagirt freight handlers' 

strike terminated In an uiiqiiallfted 
victory for the railroad. A meeting of 
the Ktrikers. presided over by Presi- 
dent Curran resulted in an almost 
aaanimous vote to return to work, 
leaving the wage scale and other ques- 
tions for settlement between the men 
and their respective roads. 

At the conclusion of the meeting 
the strikers went Jn bands to the 
warehouses to ajiply for their old posi- 
tions, and the teamsters, who have re- 
mained out in sympathy, again took 
up their reins. By noon immense 
quantities of freight, which bad been 
held back for days, were beinR pushed 
to the railroads or taken from ware- 
houses and cars. Commercial activity 
again reigned. Chicago merchants ex- 
piecsed unbounded relief at the term- 
ination of hostilities, but they were 
scarcely less happy than the men 
thcmaelves, although the strike is es- 
timated to cost them 910.000,000. to say 
nothing of the trade that has been per- 
manently lost to them. 

The little ball, where the meeting of 
the strikers took place, waa Jammed 
to auffocation and thotisands were un- 
able to obtain entrance. It was a brief 
meeting, with an angry speech by 
President Curran. 

"Men," said Curran, "we came out 
like men: w<' t ave acted like men, and 
wc sli(Mil,l licit .!;<i liack like sheep, but 
there ; ■ I li iieiuheiy in our ramp. 
Tuesday, when 1 was about to use the 
talephone, the wires got crossed and I 
heard one of the members of our ex- 
ecutive committee talking with a rail- 
road manager. He was emouraging 
the manager to hold out, for he told 
him the strike was almost broken. 
That is a sample of the faith that has 
been kept with me. The offlcials of 
the truck drivers' union have not kept 
faith either, and it seems useless to 
continue the flght any longer, rihall 
we go back and apU for our old Joba?" 

In this simple form the matter was 
put to a vote and almost immediately 
a great* chorus of ayes had brought to 
a peaceful end one of Chicago'i most 
serious and threatening labor situa- 
tions. It Is believed the roads gener- 
ally will allow the truckers 17 cents 
an hour and minor concessions grant- 
ed by the company on July 1. 

Mr. Curran. in th«:> course of his ad- 
dress to the men. said: "I am goh^p. 
to organise the freight handlers all 
over the country, and when we decide 
to flght again, It will not be a struggle 
between the freight handlen In Chi 
cago and the rallroada, but between 
the railroadB and the freight handlan 
all ovar the country." 

The railroad managera when told of 
the vote to return to work said that 
wherever possible the old men would 
be taken back. A small percentage of 
the o«w naa, howaver, will be retain- 
ed, for a time at leaat 

Nowhere was the news of the set- 
tlement received with more pleasure 
than at the warehouses, where thou- 
sands of men, gathered at other points 
of the various roada to take the plaoaa 
,)f strikers, were longing to return to 
their homes. They had been well-fed 
an4 given good sleeping quarters, but 
tha hif majority of them being accus- 
toMd to tha eonfMrt of thaUr hoam 
wtra tira d of "fiat hvri^i ." 

To RaMlld tho Campanile. 

Venice, Italy, July 17.— Otters of 
money to aid In rebuilding the Cam- 
panile continue to be received from 
abroad, including olfera from Ameri 
ca, but thera la a diapoeition to make 
its reconstruction a purely national 
affair and to rebuild the atruetura ex- 
actJy as it was prior to the collapse 
Without foreign assistance.

PHOFESSORJl^DBTIS 

Tells How Inhabitant* Can ne Pro- | 
teoted From Volcanoea. 
New York, July 17.— Dr. Edwin Otis 
Hovey and Professor Oeorge Carroll 

Curtis, who have been in St. Vln<ent 
and Martinique, the former reprpsent- 
Ing the American Museum of Natural 
History and the latter the United 
Statea gaelogleal survey In the Inves- 
tigation of the volcanic outbursts in 
the Islands, have returned to New- 
York. "By building large houses of 
solid masonry, into which the people 
could flee for nfuge, I think the most 
serious dangers from possible salse- 
quent (^uptions could be ministered, 
both In .St. Vincent and 8t Plarw," 
said Professor Curtis. 

"In Orange Hill, 8t Vincent, 130 
people were saved by rushing into a 
cellar so situated that they were pro- 
tected against the volcanic blast, 
which la proof that almllar protection 
can be provided for afalnat future 
eraptlona." 

A Fight Predicted. 

Madison, Wis., July 17. — Two hours 
before the Iteiiublican state conven- 
tion was called to order no agreement 
had been reached between the "stal- 
warto" and tha govarnor'a liM4 
whereby the former waa to have a 
hearing before the convention when 
the platform comes up for action. It 
is said that as many as a dozen dif- 
ferent resolutiona on the Spooner 
matter have been prepared, nearly all 
of which carry with it an endorsement 
of a provision, whereby the senator 
must stand upon the principles laid 
down in the platform and support . the 
nomlneea. If the "stalwarta" can mus- 
ter enough strength from the I.aFo1- 
lette followers when the Spooner 
plank Is read they may succeed in be- 
ing heard. It is known that Senator 
Spoonar haa a boat of friends In the 
LaFoIlette faction, who will stand 
with the "stalwarts" on this imc cjues- 
tion, but it is doubtful whether their 
Strength is great enough. A bitter 
flght la prodleted. 

The Olympian Advocatea. 
Berlin, July 17. — TbeOlypian games 
delegates, Judge' John R. Payne, 

I.averne 'W. Noycs and H(*iry .1. 
Furber, Jr., of Chicago, have arrived 
here. Their first object is to see Em- 
peror William and stimulate his per- 
sonal Interest In the contests of 1904. 
which are to take i)lact' in Chicago. 
His majesty is cruising in Norwegian 
waters, but the delegates, if the em- 
peror intimates his wllllngnesa to 
grant them an audience, will visit the 
court wherever it may be convenient. 
They bear letters from President 
Rooeevelt and Stcrctary of State Hay 
that will doubtless facilitate their ap- 
proach to the emperor. 

Another Phenominal Run. 
Rochester, N. Y.. July 17.— The 
"Twentieth Century Limited" has 
broken another record for phi nominal 
time. It left Buffalo Tuesday 4ti min- 
utaa late at 1:20. The schedule time 
for Ita arrival here la 1:68, but it did 
not get In until 2:30 and departed at 
2:82. The train, if on time, should 
arrive at Syracuse at .3:29. The speed 
attained In the run carried it over the 
79 miles betwen Rochester and Syra- 
cuse In 67 minutea, arriving at Syrap 
cuse on time. The distance between 
Buffalo and Syracuse is 148.80 miles, 
which was niade in minutes, not 
allowing for the stay here and slow- 
downs.

The I>reRid«nt of the Miners* Organ* 
laatton Reserves the Right to 
Kxpress HIa Vlaws 
tha ConvanlioB. 



Indianapolis, July 17.— President 
Mitchell of the Mine Workara arrived 
here for the convention, which wt<i 
meet Thtirsday. lie declined to ex 
press any opinion regarding the prob- 
able action of tha eonrontloB. saying 
that he did not know what would be 
done. When told that the majority 
of tha dalegatea ware looking to bim 
fr)r leadership and would In all proba- 
bility follow his advice In the matter 
of voting for a strike he declined to 
say what he would urga tha men to 
do. 

"I shall make a speech at the open- 
ing of the convention," he said, "but 
I will wait until that tima to aay 
whatever I intend to say. 

"I am eonfldent that we will win 
our strike," continued Mr. Mitchell. 
"The operators have not succee-ded in 
getting a single miner to return to 
work, and 1 do not think that they 
will gat any. ' A few engineen have 
gone back, but not a single miner. We 
are In good shape to continue the 
strike and have plenty of money at 
the present time. We have no in- 
tention of aaking anybody fbr con- 
tributions, and we are in such good 
shape that I think we can keep on 
and win the strike without calling en 
anytuidy else. I certainly hope that 
this will be the case. The minera 
have no desire to aalc aid of other or- 
ganliations If it can be avoided." 

The opinion prevails among the 
delegates who are here that President 
Mitchell will not advlaa a strike of 
the soft coal men. 

Preaident Reese of the Iowa miners 
arrived, and declared that tho dele- 
pates from liis state were in favor of 
a strik( ( f idc s<ift coal men only as 
a matter of the last resort. 

"I do not think It advisable myself," 
he declared, "and the men from my 
state are of tho same opinion. How- 
evf r, tl.e (ipin! >'.i cf the convention 
may be difTerent from ours. We will 
favor a general atrlke only aa the last 
thing to be done, and while I am not 
riredlcting the action of the conven- 
tion in anyway, I think that muny of 
the delegates, particularly the bitu- 
minous men, will not be in favor of a 
strike, if there is any other way to set- 
tle the trouble. Strikes are a last re- 
sort always, and I think that sucn will 
be the case with this convention." 

U-.t a few delegates have arrived 
and the great number of them Is not 
expected before Thuraday morning. 
While in >;(n(rr.l the men who have 
arrived uie ncn . lanniittal. the majori- 
ty of tin rn are not in fuvcjr of a 
Strike. This aspect may change 
somewhat when the anthracite men 
arrive.

At both they presented 
the demands of tha union for a 9-hour 
day and a uniform rate of 20 cents an 
hour.

LaCroaaa, Wla., July 17.— Tha moat 
aevere thunderstorm of the summer 
broke on Lacrosse. Two inches of 
rain fell at Prairie du Chicn and about 
an inch here and at Red Wing. The 
atorm waa gaaaral, according to the 
weather buraau along tha upper Mis- 
slBSlppI rivar. Hera two barns, owned 
by Jacob Renner. were struck by light- 
ning and totally destroyed. Much dam- 
age was done to tho eropa In the 
neighboring country. 



Park, TTtah., July 17— Two powder 
mH^a/iiH S at the 1200 foot level t)f the 
Haly Wi st mine exploded aliont I a. 
m., causing a great iosa of life. 

At 4 a. m. S7 man had baen taken 
out of the mina dead, and several 
others had been recovered in a half 
dazed condition. Thesi w»^re all 
brought out through the Ontario mine 
shaft, which la a mlla diataat from tha 
Daly-Weat, In which tha azploalon oc- 
curred. The 1200 level of the Dal- 
West corre»ponds to and is connected 
by tunnel with the 600-foot level of 
the Ontario. 

In tha Daly- Wast mine between 100 
and 160 man ware at work. In tho 
Ontario wora Boarly 100, It ia bo- 
lieved. 

The disaster extends to the On- 
tario, as the noxious gases that have 
been freed are known to be the cause 

of several of the deaths 

There arc two powder ma^ax.ines at 
the 1200 ie\t-l (>f the Daly-West, one 
at each side of the shaft, with a ca- 
pacity of from ona to two cara of pow- 
1' ; < ;ich. A car of powder was 
a iiuii to the Btipply within the past 
few days. 

Three dead men have been taken 
out of the Ontario shaft. They are: 
Oeorge Oarvln. F. Sweibel. employes 
of Edward Copp, who nas the ore 
handling contract f(jr the I taly West, 
and D. Soderup, a miner emjjloyed In 
the Ontario, who was working at least 
a mile from the magazine that ex- 
ploded. It Is believed all were auf- 
focated. 

The explosion occurrecl at an hour 
when every person In town was 
either asleep or at worji. The shock 
was so tremendous that it awakened 
every one within a radius of miles. 
As an example of its awful force. It 
Is said, that two horses in the ore 
tunnel, one and a half miles away, 
rushed to the Ontario shaft house, 
which is midway between Park City 
and the Daly-West. Nearly all of them 
have liiisbands or failieis in the mines 
and their grief Is pitiable. All of the 
doctora In town are at the mines. They 
are doing what they can to rescusi- 
tate the unconscious men as they are 
taken nut.
